Washington, Jan. 17.— The state de­ 
partment has served notice on Presi­ 
dent Gomez that the United States 
will intervene “ for the second and 
probably last time” in Cuba if turther 
attempts are made by the veteran or­ 
ganization to nullify the law prohibit­ 
ing the interference of the m ilitary 
in political affairs in Cuba.
